Lee said today, “ These dem on­ 
strators m ake it appear that I 
discriminate, which is not true.” 
He pointed out his years of serv­ 
ice to the community in which 
he said it was impossible for 
him to discriminate. 
Lee said he founded the Yard- 
ley-Makefield Consolidated Am­ 
bulance Corps, and was a volun­ 
teer 
medic 
with 
the 
Lower 
Bucks 
County 
Hospital. 
“ In 
these jobs,” he said, “ I had to 


handle people of every race, 
creed and color.” 
Lee said that due to trouble 
with his back and varicose veins 
he 
was 
forced 
to 
quit 
both 
volunteer posts. Last October, 
he said he took out a classified 
ad in the Courier-Times in which 
he 
stated 
t h a t due 
to 
“ ill 
health.” he was physically una­ 
ble to “ take on new customers 
at this tim e.” 
“ There is no law of the land 
yet.” he claimed today, “ which 
can force a man to do the physi­ 
cally impossible. The last such 
place was the Nazi ovens of 
Auschwitz.” 
Lee has been a barber in 
Yardley for 20 years and has 
resided there for IO years. He 
said he has approximately 
IOO 
m em bers of his 
hair cutting 
club. 


Mitchell 
said 
Saturday, 
“ I 
have lived in Yardley for seven 
years, and this is the first in­ 
stance in which I have 
been 
denied my rights.” 
Mitchell said he would take 
w hatever action was necessary 
in this case “ until the situation 
is resolved.” The dem onstrators 
during the last 15 minutes of 
their m arch Saturday sang “ We 
S h a l l 
Overcom e” 
and 
then 
m arched to Bordugh Hall, whore 
they disbanded without incident. 
Mitchell said this was the first 
such 
demonstration 
in 
Bucks 
County and it had been planned 
by the direct action committee 
at a meeting about a week ago.
